BY-LAW No. 14, 
A By-law for the protection of the “City of New : 





Westminster agavnst fire. { 
JHEREAS it is necessary and expedient to make 
regulations tor the protection of the city against 

fire. 

It is therefore ordered by.the Municipal. Council of 
the City of New Westminstér, constituted and assembl- 
ed by virtue of the “New Westminster Municipal Couns 
cil Act, 1860,’ and the “ New Westminster Municipa} 
Council Extension Act, 1861,” and the “New West. 
minster Municipal Extension Act, 1862,” and the “ New 
Westminster Municipal, Extension Act, 1863.” sa S 

That all stoves or stove-pipes be secured in the ‘fol. 
lowing. manner, Viz : 

Ist. Save as herein provided, on and after the page 
sing of this By-Law, no person or persons shall be ale 
lowed to put up or in any way ere¢t, maintain and 
keep a stovepipe in any building within the City whey 
two or more buildings are situated within sixty-six (66) 
feet of each other, unless the same enter a brick ehim- 
ney at least two (2) feet below the ceiling, or under 
side of the joists of each storey of the same. 

No blacksmith shop, or any other building’ where 
an open fire is kept, shall be allowed, unless there be 
a brick chimney from the hearth or place where the 
fire.is, said-chimney to extend at least four (4) feet 
abo¥e the ridge of the roof. - 

2nd. The walls of all chimneys adjoining wood work 
shall not be less than six (6) inches thick. And no 
joists or timber will be allowed to rest on any part ef 
any chimney, and no wood work iu dangerous proximity 
to any fire, stove or hearth. : 


3rd, All chimneys, stove-pipes and flues, chall be* 


kept clean, and if any chininey or stove pipe take fire, 
the person or persons using the same shall be subject 
to the penalty ‘hereinafter mentioned. 

4th. No person or persons shall use a burning candle, . 
lamp, taper, or-other light, in any stable or place’ con 
taining hay,-straw, shavings, or any combustible *mat- 
ter or material within the limits of the city; unless 
such burning candle, lamp, taper, or other light be-ia- 
closed in a lantern or other sate covering. 

5th. Provided nevertheless that stoves and pipes that 
are in use previous to the passing of this By-Law and 
secured in the matiner hereinafter specified, may -re- 
main without brick chimneys up tothe first day of Oc: 
tober, 1864; provided that on and after that day. this 
clause and clause 7, shall be void and of none effect, 
as if they never had been’ made. 

6th. No person or persons shall pass any stove-pipe 
through any lath.or plaster, or wood partition, or oute 
side wall, except there be a free space of not less :than 
three (3) inches around the same, which must. be cov- 
ered with perforated tin, iron, zinc or proper stove pipe 
brick. 

7th. No person or persons shall have any stove pipe 
through the ceiling or roofiof any building except there 
be a free space of at least tliree (3) inches clear of all 


‘| woodwork, or other combustible ntaterial areund the 


same, and the cap or opening of the pipe shall be four 
(4) feet from any woodwork. If tbere.-should be a 
separate outside pipe it shall be of the same height, and 
securely fitted on the roof with a tin, zitie or galvanized 
iron plate rivited thereto, ut least twenty (20) inches 
square, through which outside pipe the main pipe must 
run at least ten (10) inches. , 

8th..No person or-persons shall place any stove or 
stove, pipe, or vessel @ which fire is used, ata less dis- 
tance than sixteen (16) inches from any wooden‘wall, 
or partition, 9nd in that case, or in any case where the 
stove may .be Tess than two (2) feet distant from the: 
‘foresaid walls or partition, there shall bea tin or zine 


“plate securely fastened to the wall opposite such stove; 


and to be six (6) inches higher than the same: and the 
said stove, or vessel, shall Stand apon a» stone of brick 
hearth, or zine plate which shall prejéct not Jess than 
vne foot trom the front or door of the same. 

oth. The owner of every hause or block’ of buildings 


shall provide, and keep constant.y on the premises a 
good strong ladder, long cnougli to reach *the whole 
height of his principal buildings. 

loth. Every householder shall have a barrel, tank or 
well filled with, at least, thirty (20) galions.of water 
contiguous to his or ler premises at all times during. 


the year. 

lith. The Chief Engineer of the Fire Department or 
the Assistant Engineer may, upon compleint made te 
them, or ¢ither of them, in writing, notify any person 
or persons failing to comply with: the provisions of this 
By-Law hy any writing stating the niteration or amend- 
ments required, and all persons eo notified shall alter; 
remove, amend, or destroy whatever obstacles may 
exist to the proper carrying out of this By/Law, within 
forty-eight hours after the receipt of such notice. 4 

12th. The Chief Engincer| of the Fire Ddpartment.or 
the Assistant Engineér may, and are heretiy authorized 
to enter with any member .ef- the Municipal Council, 
any building or tenement, within the limits of the city 
and inspect any flues, ,chimineys, stoves, stove pipes, 
furnaces, fire-places, or other vessel in which fire is 
kept, and if in his or their opinion the same be con- 
Structed, erected, or placed contrary to the provisions 
of this By-Law, he or they shall give notice and order 
the sxlteration, or renioval of the same, as hereinbefore 
stated, 

Provided that any notification or order hereby author- 
ized to be given, whether upon:complaint- or inspeetion 


tor che alterptioas. remoy mendment .or dedtruction 
wi aay Olstacle” Gr thatug tuder this a) Law. Ishati be 
subject to a summiry appeal to any. magistrate within 


the said city, within twenty-four (24) hours of) the re- 
ceiptof such notification or order, by the person to be 
affected thereby. In default‘of which appeal every such 
order or notification shall become absolute. 

Upon every such appeal stich magistrate shall haye 
power to enquire and administer oaths, and upon hear- 
ing, enforce, rescind, Gr notify such order at his dis- 
cretion. i ‘ ; 

13th. Any person or persons failing to. comply with 
any of the provisions of this By-Law shall, upon come 
plaint being made to any one of Her Majesty's Justices 
of the Peace residing in this Municipality, and upon 
conviction thereof, be subject to a penalty not exceed- 
ing Five Pounds (£5 0s. Od.) sterling, together with 
the costs of prosécution for each offence; which shall 
be recovered by a warrant of distress and sale of the 
goods and chattels of the person or persons so offending, 
and the penalty shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
Municipality, to be applied for the benefit and use of 
the Fire Department, or in default of such payment or 
of the sufficiency of such distress, the person convicted 
shall be liable to imprisonment for any term not exceed- 
ing fourteen (14) days, at the discretion of the convict- 
ing magistrate. ’
